and securities have been able to deplete 
or protect the treasury according to the 
changing whims shows how dangerous 
it is to permit them to exercise a con- 
trolling influence over the treasury de- 
partment. 
The government of the 


Lnitep States, when administered in 
tho mrervsts of all tho people, is able tr. 
establish and enforce its financial policv 
not only without the aid of syndicate"^, 
but in spite of any opposition which 
syndicates way present. To assort that 
the government is dependent upon the 
good will or assistance of any portion of 
the people other than a constitutional 
majority, is to assert that we have a 
government in form but without vital 
force.

against the issue of paper money by na- 
tional banks is supported bv the highest 
Democratic authority, as wei! as de- 
manded by the interests of thu people.

Democrat. He was a presidential elec- 
tor on the Cass ticket in 1848. Three 
years later ho.was elected to the state sen- 
ate and became a candidate for United 
States senator. The result was the elec- 
tion of B. F. Wade by one majority. In 
IhoT he was nominated for governor 
and came within a few hundred votes 
of defeating Governor Chits j for a sec- 
ond term. 


He nest came to general notice as a 


presidential candidate in 18*0 aud se- 
cured some -linefy odd votes in the con- 
vention. Mr Payii* took an active part 
in the presidential campaign of J8S4, 
and the appointment of Secretary Whit- 
ney (his son-in Ltw) was in recognition 
of Mr. Payii"'s services as much as anv- 
thing else. In lav Mr. Payne was 
elected to tb » United States seiiate.

The law re- 
quires certain amounts of silver to be 
held in the treasury to cover outstand- 
ing silver certificates and treasury 
notes, and when tho minimum is 
reached silver payments would be re- 
fused even in exchange for gold or in 
payment of warrants on the treasury. 


The number of standard silver dollars 


coined during last August is shown by 
the official statement to have beeu 
$2,650,000: since Feb. 1 last, $11,312,412. 
and since November, 1893, 515,169.491. 


The coiuiige value of the stock of 


bullion now on hand and on which the 
mints are now at work is $160,715,20') 
and it is said to be altogether probable 
that coinage will be continued at least 
until the stock on hand of standard dol- 
lars of 1§90 has been increased to about 
$80>Xi,000, where it stood when the 
present administration came into office.

f acta About l>ast. 


Of all other factors, perhaps dust has 


its considerable part in the process of 
nature, for microscopic atmosphere does 
not always consist of the coarse motes 
which may be sometimes seen in the 
path of a sunbeam. Thera is much that 
is wonderful and mysterious concealed 
in the existence of dust, for even in tho 
pure air, at an elevation of 4,000 feet, 
it has been ascertained that there are 
about 34,000 dust particles per cubic 
inch, but in a room in a crowded city 
they would amount to no less than 30,- 
000,000 particles per cubic Inch. It will 
be, therefore, easy to understand how 
important an influence this invisible 
dust must exercise over the health con- 
ditaons-of a highly sensitive organism. 
Although their chemical analysis is 
difficult the more exact elements of 
these dust particles can be scientifically 
determined. These minute atoms are at 
first microscopic, but become visible and 
are ever increased by contact with the 
snrrpunding land and water. Perhaps, 
however, that which concerns atmos- 
pheric hygiene most is the living organ- 
isms contained among the dust particles, 
or bacteria, as we call them.—National 
Board of Health Magazine. 


Antiquity of Soap.

twice mentioned in the Bible, first in 
Jeremiah and again in Malachi. History- 
tells us that more than 2,000 years ago 
the Qanls manufactured it by combining 
beech tree ashes mth goat's fat 


A few years ago a soap boiler's shop 


•waa discovered in Pompeii, having been 
buried beneath the terrible rain of ashes' 
that fell upon that city in 79 A. D. The 
soap found in the shop had not lost all 
of its efficacy, although it had been bur- 
ied_l, SOO years. At the time that Pom- 
peii was destroyed the soapmakiug busi- 
iness was carried on in several of the 
Italian cities. 
Pliny the elder speaks of soap, and 


says that because its price was so high 
many substitutes were used, among 
them a "kind of glutinous earth and line 
sand mixed in the juice of certain plants 
that made lasher. 


As early as 700 A. D. there were 


many soap factories in both Italy and 
Spain, and a cost 750 A, O. the Phoeni- 
cians introdneec Ifee 
bnsiBess into 


France, the first factories being estab- 
lished as Marseilles.

Tbe shark we know and see hero 
what is vulgarly called tho sand 


shark, or shovel nose shark. He 
feeds on smaller fish and is said to 
aUfoct tha smell of watermelon. The 
writer has had opportunity for ob- 
serving the habits of the animal and 
has for many years been interested 
in the question now under consider- 
ation. I will not attempt to discuss 
the subject froui a scientific point of 
view. The formidable array of teeth 
with which ihf abark is provided, 
together wirh his great muscular 
power, would suggest that nature 
intended him to be fierce and cruel. 
But I shall only speak from experi- 
ence, state such facts as have coino 
under my observation and leave the 
reader to reach his own conclusion. 


I think it will be admitted by all 


DO'vs who have grown up in our wa- 
ters (most Charleston boys spend a 
large portion of their time in or on 
the water) that the shark is general- 
ly a timid fish. When seen among 
or near a party of bathers, shouting 
or clapping the hands, together with 
a splashing, will usually result in 
his gliding gracefully away. Yet, 
on the other hand, it is a common 
occurrence for a shark to follow a 
fish on a line and take it oS and 
even to tako fish from a cord at- 
tached to a person. 


Two summers since the writer ob- 


served a very large shark almost ev- 
ery dav skirting the beach on Sulli- 
van's island, at a particular place, at 
or about low tide. One morning ho 
saw the shark slip up to an angler, 
who was waist deep in the water, 
and take off a string of sheepshead 
which was tied to his waist. "And 
he saw this same shark—at least he 
believed him to" be the same—on 
several occasions at about the same 
place swim up to men and boys who 
were fishing, doubtless for the same 
purpose of getting his dinner ready 
naught. 


It is somewhat trying to the 


nerves to find oneself in such close 
proximity to a sea monster in his 
native element, but I became per- 
suaded that his taking the fish and 
leaving unheeded a fat pair of calves 
was evidence' that he did not hanker 
after human flesh. 


On July 4, some seven or eight 


years ago, a "friend and myself were 
bathing about midday. 
We went 


beyond the breakers for a swim, and 
when in water where we could bare- 
ly touch bottom we were confronted 
by what at first appeared to he a 
sunken log. Gradually this log rose 
to the surface, until there appeared 
two great fins and the long, dark 
ridge of a shark's back. He seemed 
to contemplate us for a few seconds. 
It was impossible to wade in water 
of that depth, and we feared that 
should we turn and swim for tbe 
shore he would have an opportunity 
to take off a leg or two, as we ex- 
tended them toward him. 
So we 


remained standing and shouting and 
splashed at him. To our surprise 
and alarm, he swam slowly and di- 
rectly toward us and passed between 
my friend and myself, so near that 
we could feel the motion caused in 
•the water by his tail. "When about 
15 feet away, he again stopped and 
seemed to be watching us with close 
attention. By this time vre were in 
.motion and lost no time in gaming 
the beach. 


On another occasion I have knirwn a 


shark to follow a small boat through 
the surf and almost to the sand, 
muoh to the terror of a youngster 
whose duty it was to jump into the 
surf to land the boat, but there were 
fish in that boat, and doubtless his 
attention was attracted by scent of 
them. At any rate, he made no at- 
tempt to attack the young man in 
the surf. 


These and like observations have 


led me to believe that the shark will 
riot attack a living man.—Charles- 
ton News and Courier.
